PROVINCIAL NEWS 


John McKenzie of Lacombe captur¬ 
ed the grand aggregate honors in the 
livestock judging contest at Brandon 
Winter Fair the past week. There 
were 54 contestants. 

According to the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment Bureau of Statistics, the average 
value of occupied farm lands in Al¬ 
berta, including improved and unim¬ 
proved land and buildings, was $24 
an acre for the year 1922. The aver¬ 
age wage of farm help in Alberta 
during the summer season of 1922, in¬ 
cluding board, was $64 for men and 
$45 for women. 

Three times the quantity of grain of 
all kinds passed through Calgary dur¬ 
ing the month of January this year, as 
compared with the corresponding 
period of time in the preceding year, 
according to statistics Supplies by the 
Calgary Grain Exchange. Two thou¬ 
sand, two hundred and twenty-seven 
cars of grain were inspected in Cal¬ 
gary last month, compared with a 
total of 920 cars in January, 1922, an 
increase of 1,307 cars, which is almost 
unprecedented. 

With reepect to certain classes of 
female employees, the order of the 
Alberta Minimum Wage Board estab¬ 
lishing a minimum weekly wage of 
$14 has been suspended, and instead of 
coming into force on April 1, will not 
be in force until September 1, accord¬ 
ing to announcement by A. G. Brown¬ 
ing, chairman of the board. The 
classes of employees affected are 
those In manufacturing establish¬ 
ments, laundries, cleaning and dye 
works, and shops and stores. The 
order is still effective for April 1, 
with respect to female employees in 
hotels, restaurants, rooming houses, 
personal services and in offices.

meet the payments. To say that Ger¬ 
many, whose* farms and factories were 
never destroyed, whose land was never 
invaded, whose business was continued 
at high pressure during the war, and 
has been busier since the war than 
any other country in the world, is not 
able to meet the reparations bill, is 
absurd on its face.”

Los Angeles Times: Has science at 
last discovered a new principle for 
bringing the weather under human 
control ? 


Lumber 


The results of the experi¬ 
ments lately carried on by the United 
States Army Air Service at McCook 
Field, near Dayton, O., suggest extra¬ 
ordinary possibilities in man’s inva¬ 
sion of what was once nature’s exclu¬ 
sive domain. The experimenters ac¬ 
tually brought down an artificial 
shower of rain on the heads of the 
■astonished spectators. To effect this 
airplanes ascended into the upper 
Etrata of the atmosphere and dropped 
electrically charged grains of sand 
upon the clouds. Almost immediately 
the clouds dissolved and precipitated j 
their moisture in the form of a light 
shower of rain. In another case the 
experiment resulted in a flurry qf 
snow. While the demonstration is a 
long way yet from establishing control 
of the weather, it may have landed 
science on the threshold of another 
stupendous discovery. Of course, pre¬ 
cipitating rain from clouds or break¬ 
ing up fog banks with electrified sand

A feature of the report of the Al¬ 
berta Department of EAication for the 
year 1922 is the substantial evidence 
it contains at the increased desire 
among pupils for higher education. 
John T. Ross, Deputy Minister of 
Education, ip his summary of condi¬ 
tions, emphasises this feature, and 
points out that 'While the number of 
pupils in grade 8 at June 30, 1921 was 
7,625, the number a year later was 
9,787, an increase of 2,164. Further¬ 
more, at least one third more pupils 
were enrolled in the higher grades 
(hiring that year than in the previous 
year, the figures being 7,509 for 1921 
anh 10,762 for 1922, an increase of 
33 1-3 per cent, taking work above 
grade 8. Mr. Ross also comments on 
the fact that whereas three years ago 
it was difficult to find a one-room 
school carrying on work above grade 
8, there were last year 286 one-room¬ 
ed schools carrying on such work. He 
also comments on the more hopeful 
outlook for teacher supply, saying 
that 1,000 new teachers will graduate 
from the normals the coming year. 

The number of pupils enrolled in 
Alberta schools during the term end¬ 
ing June 30, 1922, was 142,902 com¬ 
pared with 124,328 in the previous 
year. The number of graded schools 
was 76,691 and ungraded schools num¬ 
bered 66,211. The average attendance 
in the graded schools was 76.44% of 
enrollment, and in the ungraded
